INTERESTIN6 FACTS OF 


MASONIC HISTORY

Stedham, 
Rev- 
Slocum, 
a 
Methodist 
missionary. 


Doaksville lodge was represented by 
Wm. L. Byrd and August Hopping. 
Caddo lodge, Granville McPherson, 
R. P. Jones and Wiley Stewart. The 
officers elected were Granville Mc­ 
Pherson, Grand Master; Rev. Slocum, 
Deputy Grand Master; Wm. L. Byrd, 
Grand 
Senior 
Warden; 
Augustus 
Hopping, Grand Junior Warden; R. P. 
Jones, Grand Secretary; Wiley Stew­ 
art, Grand Tiler. 
The new organization notified the 
Grand Lodges of other states of its 
action and it was at once recognized 
by them. From this small beginning 
grew the present large and strong 
organization of the grand Lodge of 
Oklahoma.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.—When 
Congressman McGuire Saturday tried 
to secure action in the house Indian 
affairs committee on the bill he in­ 
troduced Friday to sell the surface 
of the segregated coal and asphalt 
lands of the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
nations, Chairman Burke delivered an 
ultimatum that there would be no leg 
islation disposing of any tribal prop­ 
erty in Oklahoma unless the repre­ 
sentative of the 
tribes 
and 
their 
friends in congress ceased their op­ 
position to the enrollment of claim­ 
ants 
whose right to tribal mem­ 


bership is admitted. 
Burke’s ulti­ 
matum was a surprise and makes leg­ 
islation for the sale of any of the 
tribal property of the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw nations doubtful. It show­ 
ed also the determination of the lead­ 
ers of Indian legislation not to enact* 
at this session measures to correct 
the tribal rolls. Burke’s opposition 
was effective and McGuire’s measure 
was laid aside. When McGuire asked 
that his bill be taken up by the com­ 
mittee, Chairman Burke objected. He 
said it was agreed by all that some 
three hundred claimants for enroll­ 
ment in the five civilized tribes were 
entitled 
to 
citizenship 
rights 
and 
their share of the tribal properties. 
He mentioned as instance the chil­ 
dren of the Snake Indians who are 
not enrolled because their parents re­ 
fused to submit their names, persons 
who were in insane asylums and pris­ 
ons and for that reason were unable 
to- present their rights to enrollment 
before too late 
and 
the 
fifty-two 
whose papers were on the desk of 
the secretary of the interior before 


the rolls closed but were left off the 
rolls because the secretary failed to 
act on the papers in time. He said 
the conferees on the Indian appro­ 
priation bill had arranged to care 
for these cases by an amendment to 
that bill, but that the attorneys of 
the five tribes opposed any additions 
to the rolls. Senator Owen and Con­ 
gressman Carter also opposed. 
“I agree that legislation for the 
sale of the segregated lands is need­ 
ed for that country,” Burke told the 
committee, “but until these tribes and 
their representatives and friends are 
willing to do justice to those In­ 
dians left off the tribal rolls through 
no fault of th*ir own, L will oppose 
any further legislation for the sale 
of the tribal property and disposal 
of the tribal funds.” 
Congressman Carter had a bill sell­ 
ing all the segregated coal and as­ 
phalt lands, a half million acres, and 
other tribal lands. McGuire’s bill pr<v 
vides only for the sale of the sur­ 
face of the segregated lands, the tribe 
retaining the 
minerals.

GRANTING OF PARDONS 
Relative to his stand on the par­ 
doning of persons convicted of vio­ 
lating liquor laws, Governor Cruce 
feels that he has been mis-qucted in 
some instances. He said: 
“I have never said I would not par­ 
don a man who violates the liquor 
lawc Sometimes an Innocent man is 
convicted by perjured testimony. This 
fact may not be knowm until after 
his conviction. An innocent prisoner 
wrongfully convicted 
will 
be par­ 
doned by me whether he be a vio­ 
lator of the liquor law or any oth­ 
er law. I believe that the innocence 
or guilt of a prisoner can be determ­ 
ined before the matter of his par­ 
don is ever brought to the attention 
cf the governor. 
“There are three instances during 
the course of his trial when his in­ 
nocence or guilt can be ascertained. 
The 
prosecuting 
attorney 
has 
a 
chance to dismiss the case, if he 
knows or suspects that the prisoner 
is innocent of the charges made. The 
judge who sits in trial of the case, 
has an opportunity to determine the 
guilt or innocence of the one charged 
The jury has the same opportunity 
to know' as to his guilt or innocence. 
It seems to me that a judge w'ho finds 
that a wrongful conviction has been 
made, should set aside the convic­ 
tion and free the prisoner. 
“After the county attorney, judge 
and jury have found a prisoner guil­ 
ty of a crime, it is not fair to ask 
the governor to set aside the penalty 
imposed. 
I 
shall not exercise my 
rights of executive clemency in any 
case unless an injustice has been 
done. I do not take this position on 
the liquor question alone, but in all 
cases wherein the law, has been vio­ 
lated. It Is not fair to put the ques­ 
tion to whether a prisoner desrves 
his freedom up to the governor, after 
twelve men, a judge and a prosecut­ 
ing attorney have found him guilty.”

Jack Johnson, heavyweight champ­ 
ion of the world, the man who put 
Jeffries down with the swing of his 
mighty fists and who humbled many 
other trained ring athletes, today de­ 
clares he ha3 been handed a 
defeat.

Johnson, trembling with fear and 
making all sorts of apalogies, was 
shown his place and taught to be a 
gentleman last night by a white man, 
and all this at the point of a gun.

Diphtheria furnished 14"* 
cases and thirty deaths, scarlet fev­ 
er 21.'» cases and eleven deaths, ty­ 
phoid fever 253 cases and thirty-eight 
deaths and pneumonia 387 cases and 
123 deaths.

births was 2,325 and deaths 823. Of 
the first named, 1,161 
were males 
and 1,164 females; 2,277 white and 
forty-eight black reported. The death 
record shows 450 males and 373 fe­ 
males, 750 white and seventy-three 
blacks. 
As to a reduction in the percentage 
of sickness, the bulletin says: “Sta­ 
tistics show that greatest advances 
in medicine in recent years have been 
in the discovery of causes and means 
of prevention. The day is fast dis­ 
appearing when the ailing man relies 
on the magic power of drugs to re­ 
store him to health. 
He is putting 
into practice the principles of ‘sim­ 
ple life,’ thereby reducing his sick 
days to a minimum.”

MEXICAN REVOLUTION 


El Paso, Tex., Feb. 12.—Jefe Politi­ 


co M artinez’ public reception to Gen­ 
eral Navarro, set for today, has been 
Indefinitely postponed. General Navar­ 
ro did not arrive. An insurrecto cour­ 
ier definitely located the federal lead­ 
e r at a lake a few miles southwest 
o f Ahumada, a station on the Mexi­ 
can Central about eighty miles south. 
The insurrecto forces are scattered 
between 'Ahumada and Jaurez wrhere- 
ever they can find pasture and water. 
The country for a hundred miles 
south of here is practically deserted. 
Manuel Casillas, probably the best 
educated of the insurgent leaders and 
who has been in El Paso at a coun­ 
cil of war for three days, was cap­ 
tured by American soldiers at Isleta 
today. Casillas was 
trying 
to 
get 
across the river to join his command. 
He carried a rifle in violation of the 
neutrality laws and was taken into 
custody. 
N avarro fearing mines 
under 
the 
tracks or bridges is said to be pro­ 
ceeding a t a snail’s pace. The track 
Is inspected ahead of the train which 
together with the repairs he is com­ 
pelled to make, renders his advance 
a tedious one. 
A letter received by the local junta 
today from a sympathizer at Shafter, 
Texas, purported to show that the 
federals have not forsaken the prac­ 
tice of executing the defenseless. 
The letter states that one Tom 
Perien, a river guard, saw the re­ 
cent fight at Mulato, and that four 
very old men were taken out and shot, 


although unarmed and defenseless. 
“One of them ,” says the letter, “was 
partly blind and paralyzed and 75 
years old; another was 80 years old.” 
The insurrecto board of strategy 
held a meeting at Saragosa, on the 
Mexican side, twelve miles east of 
here today. Their plans were not di­ 
vulged. 
Newspaper men penetrated the des­ 
ert thirty miles south of Jaurez today 
without catching sight of the troops 
of either side.

INTERESTING FACTS OF

Congressman McGuire Saturday tried 
to secure action in the house Indian 
affairs committee on the bill he in­ 
troduced Friday to sell tile surface 
of the segregated coal and asphalt 
lands of the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
nations, Chairman Burke delivered an 
ultimatum that there would be no leg 
islation disposing of any tribal prop­ 
erty in Oklahoma unless the repre­ 
sentative of the 
tribes 
and 
their 
friends in congress ceased their op­ 
position to the enrollment of claim­ 
ants whose right to tribal mem­ 


bership 
is admitted. 
Burke’s 
ulti­ 
matum was a surprise and Blokes leg­ 
islation for the sale of any of the 
tribal property of the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw nations doubtful. It show­ 
ed also the determination of the lead­ 
ers of Indian legislation not to enact 
at this session measures to correct 
the tribal rolls. Burke’s opposition 
was effective and McGuire’s measure 
was laid aside. When McGuire asked 
that his bill be taken up by the com­ 
mittee, Chairman Burke objected. He 
said it was agreed by all that some 
three hundred claimants for enroll­ 
ment in the five civilized tribes were 
entitled to 
citizenship 
rights 
and 
their share of the tribal properties. 
He mentioned as instance the chil­ 
dren of the Snake Indians who are 
not enrolled because their parents re­ 
fused to submit their names, persons 
who were in insane asylums and pris­ 
ons and for that reason were unable 
to present their rights to enrollment 
before too late 
and 
the 
fifty-two 
whose papers were on the desk of 
the secretary of the interior before 


the rolls closed but were left off the 
rolls because the secretary failed to 
act on the papers in time. -He said 
the conferees on the Indian appro­ 
priation bill had arranged to care 
for these cases by an amendment to 
i that bill, b u t’that the attorneys of 
the five tribes opposed any additions 
to the rolls. Senator Owen and Con­ 
gressman Carter also opposed. 
“I agree that legislation for the 
sale of the segregated lands Is need­ 
ed for that country,” Burke told the 
committee, “but until these tribes and 
their representatives and friends are 
willing to do justice to those In­ 
dians left off the tribal rolls through 
no fault of their own, I will oppose 
any further legislation for the sale 
of the tribal property and disposal 
of the tribal funds.” 
Congressman Carter had a Mil sell­ 
ing all the segregated coal and as­ 
phalt lands, a half million acres, and 
other tribal lands. McGuire’s bHl pro­ 
vides only for the sale of the sur­ 
face of the segregated lands, the tribe

MEXICAN DEVOL OTION 


El Paso, Tex., Feb. 12.—Jefe Politi­ 
co Martinez’ public reception to Gen­ 
eral Navarro, set for today, has been 
indefinitely postponed. General Navar­ 
ro did not arrive. An insurrecto cour­ 
ier definitely located the federal lead 
c r at a lake a few miles southwest 
of Ahumada, a station on the Mexi­ 
can Central about eighty miles south. 
The insurrecto forces are scattered 
between 'Ahumada and Jaurez w hen­ 
ever they can find pasture and ’water. 
The country for a hundred miles 
south of here is practically deserted. 
Manuel Casillas, probably the best 
educated of the insurgent leaders and 
who has been in El Paso at a coun­ 
cil of war for three days, was cap­ 
tured by American soldiers at Isleta 
today. Casillas was 
trying 
to 
get 
across the river ta join his command. 
He carried a rifle in violation of the 
neutrality laws and was taken into 
custody. 
Navarro fearing mines 
under 
the 
tracks or bridges is said to be pro­ 
ceeding at a snail’s pace. The track 
is inspected ahead of the train which 
together with the repairs he is com­ 
pelled to make, renders his advance 
a tedious one. 
A letter received by the local junta 
today from a sympathizer at Shafter, 
Texas, purported ta show that the 
federals have not forsaken the prac­ 
tice of executing the defenseless. 
The letter * states that one Tom 
Perien, a river guard, saw’ the re­ 
cent fight at Mu Jato, and that four 
very old men were taken out and shot, 


although unarmed and defenseless. 
“One of them,” says the letter, “was 
partly blind and paralyzed and 75 
years old; another was SO years old.” 
The insurrecto board of strategy 
held a meeting at Saragosa, On the 
Mexican side, twelve miles east of 
here today. Their plans were not di­ 
vulged. 
Newspaper men penetrated the des­ 
ert thirty miles south of Jaurez today 
without catching sight of the troops 
of either side.
